New York, Aug. 7 A bomb thrown

street last night Injured a score or
more of persons and led to the arreft of
Vlncenso Donctto y, who, tho police
believe. Is a member of tho "Black Hand"
society, which has terrorized residents of

'Uic Kalian districts here and extorted
money from them by threats and acta of
violence.

Donetto was himself more nevercly In-

jured by the bomb than any of tho others,
one leg being badly tom from the hip to
the ankle, but he managed to escape at
the time, and was arrested y at his
home.

Two rival saloonkeepers In opposite
trect corners were giving away beer. In

an effort to outdo each other, and a crowd
surrounded each place.

Peter DImerlo, who was acting as door-
keeper at one saloon, says that Donetto
approached him and demanded money.
which was rofused him. He immediately
stepped back, took a bomb from his pock-
et, lighted its fuso and threw it. An ex-

plosion followed, and men. women and
children ran screaming from the place.

Donctto wait knocked down, but soon
recovered sufficiently to bo able to get
away. When tho police went to arrest
him y he threatened to commit sui-
cide, but hla door was broken in be-

fore ho could obtain a weapon. A phy-
sician was attending his wounds at the
time.

Several children were slightly Injured,
and one man Is known to have had his
chin blown off, but so far as the police
have been able to learn no one was fa-
tally hurt.
